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Mosquito onslaught over ... 'til next year 

County Health Department officials say West Nile virus afflicted 11 residents

WAUKEGAN - October has arrived in 
Lake County. Neither Chicago baseball 
team is headed to the World Series, this 
year and, surprisingly enough', it's 
already snowed." 

With the early snow, -the ground has 
undergone a couple of freezes, so mos- 
quito season 2006 is all but over. 

Mike Adam, senior biologist with the 
Lake County Health Department, said 
despite the overall cool temperatures 
and large amounts of rain, 11 county res- 
idents did contract the West Nile, virus 
this year. 

According to a press release from the 
Lake County Health Department, that 
puts this year on par with the 2005 sea- 
son, which saw 11 cases and one death. 

Adam said additional human cases of 
West Nile could pop up from people who 
were tested recently, since some people 
become ill three to 14 days after they are 
bitten. 

Dry, hot conditions are conducive for

the culex mosquito, the one that usually 
carries West Nile. 

Wet weather creates nice conditions 
for flood-water mosquitoes. 

These culprits are the ones that usu- 
ally bite people, and though they are nui- 
sances, they don't usually carry the dis- 
ease. 

"It was a hot year overaU," Adam said. 



"It was cool late in July and early 
August, but we did have days with the 
heat index and temperatures over 100." 

During those days, Adam said culex 
mosquitoes did end up in traps set up by 
the health department, and a number of 
them tested positive for West Nile. 

"We're lucky that the heat didn't con- 
tinue," he added. 

Adam said rains can help flush mos- 
quitoes out of an area, unless the water 
becomes stagnant and the temperatures 
get warmer. 

As for those who contracted the dis- 
ease, Adam doesn't know any specifics 
about their previous health history. He 
said that the majority of those who 
ended up with West Nile are clustered in 
the central part of the county including 
Grayslake, Wauconda, Mundelein, and 
Libertyville. 

"We've worked well with the villages," 
Adam said, adding the county Health 
Department will continue to do so next 
year. 

Of the 11 county residents with West 
Nile, four were over the age of 50. 



According to a news release from the 
Illinois Department of Public Health, 

"Only about two of 10 who are bitten 
by an infected mosquito will experience 
any illness. Illness from West Nile dis- 
ease is usually mild and includes fever, 
headache, and body aches, but serious 
illness, such as encephalitis and menin- 
gitis, and death are possible. Persons 
older than 50 years of age have the high- 
est risk of severe disease," according to 
the news release.

Sofie's heart has been the 
focus of her life since her life 
began. 

She was born with a con- 
genital heart condition known 
as hypoplastic. left heart syn- 
drome. In utero, the left side of 
the Sofie's heart didn't develop 
properly That left her with a 
hole between the left and right 
ventricle among other prob- 
lems. 

Her last surgery was Feb. 7 
at Children's Memorial 
Hospital in Chicago,- Doctors 



replaced cadaver tissue used to 
repair Sofie's pulmonary 
artery. Cadaver, or donor, tis- 
sue was used to fix the artery 
again, this time using a bigger 
piece to accommodate the little 
girl's growing heart. 

Right now, Sofie is doing 
fine, Robin said. The only chal- 
lenges that could arise stem 
from Sofie's recent diagnosis 
with Attention Deficit 
Hyperactivity Disorder, Robin 
said. 

The medications needed to 
treat ADHD could increase her 
heart rate, so Sofie's doctors 
are going to keep a close eye on 
her, Robin said. 

"Other than all that," Robin 
said of Sofie's health problems 
and the family's financial diffi- 
culties, "Life is fine."

Children need to play. 
And before you say, "dun," 
take a look at your own family. 
Or watch the Jones', whom 
you never can keep up with, 
no matter how hard you might 
try. 

Children need time to sim- 
ply play, according to a new re- 
port by the American 
Academy of Pediatrics. 

"The challenge ... is to 
strike the balance that allows 
all children to reach their po- 
tential, without pushing them 
beyond their personal comfort 
limits, and while allowing 
them personal free time," the 
report states. 

Children do not need to 
have their days filled with 
preschools, after-schools, soc- 
cer, baseball, gymnastics, mar- 
tial arts, basketball, hockey, 
scouting, youth groups, swim- 
ming, summer camps, ballet, 
music lessons, day trips to mu- 
seums, plays, concerts and fes- 
tivals. And we haven't nearly 
run out of possibilities. 

The mantra is children 
must be enriched - 24/7. 
And they're being run 
ragged. As are their parents. 
Parents, the pressure you 
feel planning the logistics of 
getting your 1.86 children 
from one event to another, 
somehow equally splitting 
your time between the frac- 
tions of them, is felt by your 



children, too. 

The 1.86 figure comes from 
the U.S. Census Bureau as the 
average number of children in 
families with children. Where 
is that 0.14 child? Left at a soc- 
cer field? 

If parents feel stressed out 
and complain that there are 
not enough hours in the day, 
one must figure that children 
understand and feel that 
stress, too.

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Blagojevich announces funding to help local college 



Gov. Rod Blagojevich announced re- 
cently that he had secured up to $278,000 
in new funding for the College of Lake 
County's Grayslake campus to complete a 
water line replacement project. 

The project will replace CLC's 34-year- 
old eight-inch water main. 

"Almost 16,000 students attend College 
of Lake County," Blagojevich said in a 
statement. "This grant to replace an old 
water main will help keep the campus in 
shape and safe for these students as they 
earn their degrees." 

The small, outdated water line at CLC 
creates a water volume problem that 
could hamper fire suppression efforts, ac- 
cording to a release. 

In addition, the water main is con- 
structed of a material that is more prone 
to failure as it ages. The water line re- 
placement project is currently estimated 
to cost $604,500 with the additional state 
funding. 

Construction is now scheduled to. 
begin in November with completion an- 
ticipated for spring 2007. The state project 
funding is being overseen by the Capital 
Development Board, which manages all 
state construction, repair and renovation 
projects. 

"We very much appreciate the support 
of Gov. Blagojevich and the Capital 
Development Board for this project, 
which is vital for the operation and safety 
of our Grayslake campus," CLC President 
Richard W Fonte said.

1. Maintain a regular bedtime 
and wakeup schedule. Try to stick 
to that sleep schedule, even on the 
weekends. Consistency helps alert 
your body to when it's time to go to 
sleep and wake up, 

2. It's best to sleep only at 
night. Daytime naps will steal 
hours from your nighttime slum- 
ber. 

3. Create an ideal sleep envi- 
ronment. It should be comfortable 
and cool. The room should be 
quiet, without the noise of a radio 
or TV. Use a fan or earplugs to 
mask sounds like trains, airplanes, 
traffic or a snoring partner. 

4. Your mattress should not be 
too small, soft, hard or old. Look for 
one that offers adequate comfort 
and support. And if you share your 
bed, make sure there's enough 



room for two. 

5. Finish all exercise and con- 
sumption of food, caffeine, alcohol, 
chocolate and nicotine a few hours 
before bedtime. All of these items 
can interfere with your sleep. If you 
do need to eat, indulge in foods 
that trigger serotonin, which makes 
you tired. Try bread, cereal, milk, 
tuna or turkey. For a beverage, sip 
warm milk or herbal tea (such as 
camomile or ginseng). 

6. Physical activity promotes a 
better sleep. Just be sure to exercise 
in the afternoon or early evening so 
you aren't full of energy at bedtime. 

7. Don't ponder a list of worries 
before you go to bed. Do all dial be- 
fore you are ready for bed so you 
aren't up half the night thinking 
about them. 

8. Use die bed just for sleeping. 




Light from computers or televi- 
sions can inhibit sleep. If you do 
need to read before you go to sleep, 
use a low-wattage bulb, such as 15. 

9. If you wake up in the middle 
of me night, don't look at the clock.

Television and kids not a perfect match 



Over the years, television 
has become as much a part of 
most households as the family 
pet. But while Fido likely won't 
prove too great a distraction to 
kids and how much they learn, 
television certainly can if kids 
watch too much. 

Most parents might not real- 
ize it, but according to the 
American Academy of 
Pediatrics (AAP), children 
watch an average of four hours 
of television per day. Many par- 
ents, understandably, would be 
alarmed to learn of those fig- 
ures, especially considering a 
number of children don't spend 
nearly as much time doing 



homework or even exercising. 
While television can prove a 
useful resource, especially with 
services that allow access to 
programs at all hours of the day, 
the AAP warns about the follow- 
ing harmful effects of too much 
television viewing. 

• Time constraints. Four 
hours of television per day is a 
lot of time for a child to be 
sedentary. Too much television 
lessens the amount of time a 
child will have available for 
valuable things such as socializ- 
ing and learning. While some 
channels offer educational pro- 
gramming, most don't, so spend- 
ing time watching TV instead of 



playing with friends, reading or 
just being out and about can 
hinder a child's development. 
The AAP recommends that 
older children be limited to 
two hours of television per 
day. 

• Physical health. The AAP 
reports that studies have indi- 
cated a correlation between 
watching too much television 
and obesity. This makes perfect 
sense, as watching television re- 
quires no physical activity 
whatsoever. But the health im- 
pact goes beyond simply sitting 
on the couch. While watching 
television, children, like adults, 
often snack. Also, children's tel- 



evision is inundated with adver- 
tisements for unhealthy foods, 
such as fast food, candies and 
sodas. 

• Cognitive ability. The ef- 
fects of watching television dif- 
fer greatly depending on a 
child's age, according to the 
AAP. Whereas school-age chil- 
dren can benefit greatly from 
the right programs, younger 
children need less time in front 
of the tube and more time inter- 
acting with other kids to de- 
velop stronger language and so- 
cial skills. In fact, the AAP rec- 
ommends children under the 
age of two avoid television en- 
tirely.

Seven years is a long time in college sports, 
especially when the college in question is a 
two-year institution.

Car care tips for cooler temps 



As the seasons change, so do 
the maintenance needs of your 
vehicle.

Reporter bites off more than she can swallow 

Six Flags Great America 
hosts cockroach eating contests 
to win four free season passes

GURNEE - Remember that old phrase "it tastes like 
chicken?" Well, that phrase does not apply when refer- 
ring to cockroaches. 

As I sat on a cold wooden bench at Six Flags Great 
America and watched people eat live cockroaches, my 
head was filled with many thoughts. Thoughts that in- 
cluded, "are these people really eating those?" and "am 
I really going to eat those?" 

Participants who ate a live cockroach collected four 
free line passes, which could be used to advance to the 
front of select ride lines. However, that was not the end 
of the cockroach challenges. 

The next was a cockroach eating contest, and that is 
where I learned cockroaches don't taste like chicken. 

The Six Flags-sponsored event was an attempt for 
participants to break the Guinness Book of World 
Records for eating the most cockroaches, which cur- 
rently is 36 cooked cockroaches in one minute.

my dreams of breaking the record were squashed like 
a bug. 

I envisioned the bug to be crunchy, like fried 
chicken skin, but I was wrong. The tasteless bug could 
be best described as a taco. Crunchy on the outside, 
chewy on the inside. 

But this chewy inside was hard to swallow. As I 
chewed and chewed on the bug, I found that taking a 
sip of water was the best way to wash it down, but by 
then, my time was almost up and my high standard 
was two cockroaches in one minute. 

Sidelines 

After my meager attempt to break the record, I 
watched as other participants blew past me. I watched 
people pass on eating cooked ones and even saw one 
person get sick after eating a few too many. 

But that didn't stop Cheryl Woloshyn, 21, of 
Naperville, and Tom Welninski, 37, of Island Lake. The 
two tied for first place, after eating seven cockroaches 
in one minute each. 

Their prize for winning the unordinary eating con- 
test was four free season passes for Six Flags, which 
can be used for the 2007 season. 

But this eating contest was not the first for 
Woloshyn. 

Tve been doing stupid eating contests since I was. 
12, when I ate a lamb's eyeball with my church," she 
said of her past contest experiences. 

And cockroaches and lamb's eyeballs are not the

This was made evident by the 
sniffles heard near the movie's 
end. 

In a key departure from the 
book, the heroine of the film is a 
teenage girl named Katy (played 
by 27-year-old Alison Lohman). 
Both she and the wild horse she 
befriends are mavericks, or, in 
the case of Flicka, a mustang. 

Katy loves the Wyoming 
horse ranch owned by her fam- 
ily, and she's devastated when 
she realizes that her dad, played 
by country music star Tim 
McGraw, might consider selling 
it. Her mother, played by the 
beautiful and versatile actress 
Maria Bello ("A History of 
Violence" and "Thank You for 
Smoking"), understands Katy's 
passion for the land and the 
horses, and she tries to convince 
her husband that their daughter 
wants to continue the family 
legacy. 

Audience members know 
that Katy will overcome the ob- 
jections of her father to tame 
the mustang that she calls 
Flicka and the obstacles pre- 
sented by nature - a girl and 
her horse, against the world. 

Michael Mayer, who directed 
the critically acclaimed "At 
Home at the End of the World" a 
few years back, doesn't leave 
much to the imagination here.

Dennis Miller ready to

Miller's accomplished ca- 
reer includes hosting award- 
winning live talk shows, such 
as "Dennis Miller Live" on 
HBO, acting in several films 
and a six-year run as news cor- 
respondent of "Weekend 
Update" on Saturday Night 
Live. 

His signature laid-back de- 
livery and scathing comic ob- 
servation at the Genesee will 
follow a yet-to-be-named open- 
ing act. 

Lake County Journals 
News Editor Matt Pera re- 
cently talked to Miller about 
everything from the develop- 
ment of his famous "rants," in 
which he goes on extended 
riffs about whatever might be 
bothering him at the moment, 
to his support of the Iraq war. 

In the end, Miller even 
agreed to a round of the "Daily 
Rorschach," a series of mini- 
rants that was a staple of his 
CNBC show, "Dennis Miller," 
from 2004 to 2005. 

Lake County Journals: Can you 

talk a little bit about what peo- 
ple can expect from your show 
at the Genesee? 
Dennis Miller: I run the gamut, 
from talking about the pierc- 
ing-addicted kid in front of me 
at the airport setting off the 
metal detector, to education, 
traveling. I talk about, you 
know, Branson, Mo., how it's 
Vegas for people without teeth 
... I do a little travelogue. 

LCJ: So is this part of an ex- 
tended tour? 

DM: No, I go out for a couple 
dates here and there. It's not 
like Zeppelin, going on a year 
and a half world tour. For co- 
medians, it's a little less exotic. 

LCJ: What are some new ele- 
ments of your act? 
DM: I've been working on some 



North Korea stuff. I never took 
[North Korean leader] Kim 
Jong II all that seriously I al- 
ways thought of him as just 
this weird looking guy until 
they [reported a successful nu- 
clear test] and that must have 
been like the first night 
Mickey Rooney showed up 
with Ava Gardner on his arm, 
all of a sudden you have to 
take him seriously. 

LCJ: I'm sure you get this all the 
time, but a lot of people have 
said your views have changed 
from liberal to much more 
right-wing. Is that a fair as- 
sessment? 

DM: About the war, [but! noth- 
ing else has changed. My poli- 
tics are all the same, I'm pro- 
choice, pro-gay marriage. I 
have eclectic political beliefs. 
But, with the war on terror, I 
think you have to find these 
guys where you can and de- 
stroy them. It's like I'd tell my 
kid if he came to me and said, 
'Dad, there's this bully at 
school who won't leave me 
alone.' I'd tell him, 'OK, the 
first five or six times you get 
hassled just walk away.' But 
then if he came to me and said, 
'He put his hand on me and 
spun me around,' I'd say, 'OK, 
it's time to move to a different 
era, you might have to bop 
him.' And that's what I'd tell 
my country ... The way Iraq is 
set up, it's like a psychotic salt 
lick. A lot of bad guys come in, 
let's end them. Some people 
say, 'You seem so conservative 
now.' It just seems pragmatic 
to me ... Sometimes I think 
people must be missing the 
point when they say, 'Why 
don't we negotiate with [terror- 
ists] and be their friend?' 

LCJ: Can you talk a little bit 
about the work you're doing on 
[the Fox News Channel show] 
Hannity and Colmes? 
DM: I do some essays there. 
The thing about Fox is, [come- 
dian and political satirist] Bill 
Maher had a run-in with CBS 
where he was going to do a 
show and they gave him a list 
of topics. I think his quote 
was, 'If they're doing this at

CBS, what must they be doing 
at Fox?' Well, I can answer 
that, because I work there - 
nothing ... [Fox executives] 
Roger Ailes, Bill Shine, Jon 
Finley, nobody said to me, 'We 
want you to talk about this.' 
They hired me and said, 'We 
shoot at 10 a.m. in LA,' and 
that's it. 

LCJ: I read somewhere that 
Republicans were trying to get 
you to run for a U.S. Senate 
seat in California [in 2004]. Is 
that true? 

DM: They called me. Do you 
think I'm interested in that? 
Are you kidding me? I have no 
interest. I was on TV doing an 
opinion show ["Dennis MUler," 
on CNBC] and I could do two 
tilings, I could go out and lie 
about my beliefs, which I've 
never done, or give my opinion 
[in favor of the war on terror], 

LCJ: So you would never run for 
senate? 

DM: The way I see it is, remem- 
ber when you would go to 
school, and it's two minutes 
until the end of class, and a 
kid raises his hand to remind 
the teacher that she hasn't as- 
signed the homework yet? 
Senate is like 100 of those guys 
... So, no, that would be kind of 
a drag. 

LCJ: How did the idea for the 
"rant" develop? 
DM: I would be out on the road 
doing stand up and would no- 
tice things that [bothered me], 
and I couldn't talk to my 
shrink about them, so I started 
doing a two minute run on 
them. At the end, I'd take a 
breath and some people would 
applaud. I was like Pavlov's 
dog, you know? I'd think, T'm 
onto something here with 
these little snippets'... I topped 
them out at four minutes.

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Documentary 
shows hardships 
of imprisoned man

Along with the wide variety 
of feature films offered at the 
Chicago International Film 
Festival every year, there also is 
an impressive selection of docu- 
mentaries. 

This year's "Docufest" fea- 
tured 13 documentaries. They 
included a film examining three 
regions of Iraq ("Iraq in 
Fragments") and a movie about 
a show promoter in Southern 
California who takes on the 
daunting task of reuniting one 
of hip hop's most influential 
acts for a concert ("Rock the 
Bells"). 

I had the chance to see the 
very powerful film "The Trials 
of Darryl Hunt," a documen- 
tary that details the shocking 
injustice that can still occur in 
American courts. 

It is a film that should be 
seen by every American who 
holds his or her rights sacred. 

Here is what I took away 
from Hunt's story. 



The Trials of Darryl Hunt 

(United States)

Darryl Hunt's office is in 
downtown Winston-Salem, N.C. 
It has been since he was re- 
leased from prison in 2004. 
Through one window, he can 
see the city's jail, through an- 
other, the courthouse where he 
was handed a life sentence for a 
rape and murder he did not 
commit. 

As he stood outside an audi- 
torium at the AMC River East 
theater in downtown Chicago 
after a recent screening of a 
documentary about his strug- 
gle, the 41-year-old Hunt's warm 
smile and soft-spoken voice was 
just as evident as it was in the 
film. 

I mentioned to Hunt my be- . 
lief that most people would 
have left a town like Winston- 
Salem after experiencing such 
horrors, but his smile only 
grew wider at that suggestion. 

"I don't want to leave be- 
cause, by me staying there, they 
will continue to see me," he 
said. "It will serve as a constant 
reminder." 



His office now serves people 
who are in situations like the 
one he battled for 20 years as a 
wrongly accused man stuck in a 
prison cell. 

Today, Hunt's nonprofit or- 
ganization, The Darryl Hunt 
Project for Freedom and 
Justice, advocates for people 
who are wrongly incarcerated 
and helps those coming out of 
prison successfully re-enter so- 
ciety. 

Along with making a differ- 
ence through his organization, 
Hunt and the filmmakers who 
documented his plight hope 
that "The Trials of Darryl 
Hunt" reaches a wide audience 
and drives home a strong mes- 
sage. 

The film follows the long, 
often discouraging, journey of 
Hunt and his defense team to 
prove his innocence in the bru- 
tal 1984 rape and murder of a 
young woman. 

Police, who sloppily collected 
evidence at the scene and failed 
to follow up on leads until it 
was much too late, finally set- 
tled on Hunt, who was then 19. 

Despite the fact there was no 
physical evidence linking Hunt 
to the crime, nor were there any, 
witnesses except for a Ku Klux 
Klan member and a convicted 
felon who changed his story 



several times, Hunt was con- 
victed by an all-white jury. 

In 1994, Hunt's DNA was 
compared to that of the evi- 
dence taken from the crime 
scene. It did not match. 

And, still, Hunt spent 10 
more years in prison before he 
was finally exonerated, when 
the DNA of Willard Brown, a 
convicted felon, matched with 
what was collected at the scene 
of the crime. Brown subse- 
quently confessed, and Hunt 
was released at the age of 39. 

"The Trials of Darryl Hunt" 
provides a gut wrenching look 
at what we as Americans 
should be able to expect as one 
of our principle rights - access 
to a fair trial, a fair and thor- 
ough investigation by police, a 
fair and impartial jury, etc. 

Unfortunately, what this film 
proves is that the justice system 
at times fails to live up to those 
standards. What is equally 
shocking about this film is the 
positive attitude that Hunt 
maintains throughout the 20- 
year ordeal. While it is obvious 
that the process wears on him, 
he manages to keep a grasp on 
the faith that the truth can't 
stay hidden forever. 

The climactic courtroom 
scene in 2004, when Hunt is fi- 
nally exonerated, drives home 



just how distressing and tortur- 
ous the 20 years of wrongful im- 
prisonment were for Hunt. As 
his defense team and support- 
ers hug him and pat him on the 
shoulder, Hunt wipes tears from 
his face and stares up at the 
ceiling, obviously giving thanks 
to the heavens that, finally, he is 
free. 

"The Trials of Darryl Hunt" 
has been picked up by HBO 
Films and will be shown on the 
cable network in April, accorc - 
ing the film's producer, Katie 
Brown, who was also at the 
Chicago Film Festival screen- 
ing. After that, Brown said, the 
filmmakers are aiming for a 
wider theatrical release. 

Hunt said he too would like 
the film to reach as many peo- 
ple as possible. 

He said he was touched by 
the reaction of the audience in 
Chicago, which gave him a 
standing ovation at the end of 
film. 

"It's heartwarming for peo- 
ple to be able to see it and take 
... away Ithat] this happens 
everyday," he said. "A lot of in- 
nocent people are still in 
prison. They don't have a voice." 

It is his hope that through 
his story, and the message of 
the film, those people too, will 
be given a. voice. 
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I have a 2-year-old who refuses to wear 
glasses.

"It just takes consistence," Optimetric 
technician with 
Woodstock Eye Care 
Lee Sommers said. 
"Just put them back 
on." 

Sommers said you 
could try to make a 
game of it by reading 
a favorite book every 
time you put them on. 
"Once they realize 
_ they see much better, 

oftentimes that does 
the trick," she said. 

Several opticians said it is a common 
problem, without any miraculous solu- 
tions. 

Children who really need glasses typi-

much better, Optician with Johnson Eye 
Care in Cary Chris Geraci said.

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Carrot-ginger soup remains a favorite

Restaurant cookbooks can be 
"iffy" for home cooks, with 
hard-to-replicate techniques and 
even harder-to-find ingredients. 

That's not the case with 
"Cooking with Cafe Pasqual's" 
(Ten Speed Press, 2006), written 
by the Santa Fe eatery's execu- 
tive chef and founder, Katharine 
Kagel. Not by a long shot. 

Try the accessible recipes 
she offers for perfect pumpkin 
pie, a seasonal favorite, or green 
chile and pork stew. Or, as we 
did, enjoy the "Carrot, Marsala 
and Ginger Soup," which can be 
served hot or cold. For dessert, 
shortbread cookies make a sim- 
ple, but delicious treat. 

Carrot, Marsala and Ginger Soup 
(Serves 6) 

Ingredients: 

4 tablespoons (one-half stick) un- 

saited butter 

2 pounds carrots, peeled and 

diced 



2 yellow onions, diced 

4 cups water 

1/4 teaspoon cayenne pepper 

1/4 teaspoon ground ginger 

1/4 teaspoon ground white pepper 

Zest and juice of 1 orange 

1/4 cup plus 1 tablspoon imported 

dry Marsala wine 

1 cup half-and-half 

1/2 teaspoon kosher salt 

Paprika, for garnish 

Directions: 

Put the butter into a large 
saucepan over medium-high heat, 
and when it has melted, add the 
carrots and onion. Saute until the 
onion is translucent. Add the 
water, cayenne, ginger and pep- 
per. Simmer a few more minutes 
until the carrots are fork-tender. 

Add the orange zest, orange 
juice, Marsala and half-and-half. 
Puree in batches in a food proces- 
sor, or the container of a blender, 
until smooth and velvety. Add the 
salt, adjust to taste, and add more 
of the ground spices as your 



palate dictates. Heat when ready 
to serve, but do not boil. Sprinkle 
with paprika for garnish. 

Shortbread Cookies 
(Makes 24 cookies) 

Ingredients: 

Cookies 

2 cups (4 sticks) unsalted butter 
i cup granulated sugar 
4 cups all-purpose flour 
1/3 teaspoon sea salt 
2 tablespoons firmly packed 
lemon or orange zest 
2 tablespoons candied ginger (op- 
tional) 

2 tablespoons poppy seeds (op- 
tional) 

Icing 

1 cup powdered sugar 

2 tablespoons freshly squeezed 
lemon juice 

Scant 1/4 cup water 
Food coloring 

Decorative cookie sprinkles (op- 
tional) 



Directions: 

To make the cookies, put the 
butter and granulated sugar into 
the bowl of an electric mixer fitted 
with a paddle attachment. Cream 
the butter and sugar until incorpo- 
rated. 

When completely mixed, scrape 
down the sides of the bowl and 
add the flour, salt and desired fla- 
voring options. 

Turn on the mixer, and slowly 
mix until just combined. (Do not 
over-mix, or the cookies will be 
hard and tough.) Divide the dough 
in half, and make 2 balls. Cover 
each ball with plastic wrap, and 
refrigerate for at leat 2 hours and 
up to 24 hours. 

Preheat the oven to 300 degrees 
Fahrenheit, and grease two cookie 
sheets with butter or vegetable 
spray. 

Place the dough on a well- 
floured surface and use a floured 
rolling pin to roll out the dough to 
a 1/4 inch thickness. Use cookie 
cutter(s) to cut out the desired 



shapes. Place the cookies on the 
greased cookie sheets, and bake 
for 20 minutes, or until lightly 
brown. Gather up any scraps from 
the cutting process, roll again, 
and proceed as before. 

Cool the cookies on cooling 
racks. When completely cool, ice 
each cookie. 

To make the icing, combine the 
powdered sugar, lemon juice and 
water in a mixing bowl, stir, and 
divide into as many bowls as you 
want colors for your icing. Add 
one or two drops of food coloring 
to each bowl. 

Use a bag fitted with the desired 
tips for decorative designs. If you 
do not have a pastry bag, try this 
trick: fill plastic sandwich-sized 
bags with icing. 

Use a pair of sharp scissors to 
snip off a tiny corner of the bag, 
creating a small hole out of which 
the icing can be squeezed for 
writing or decoration. Sprinkles 
must be added immediately, be- 
fore the icing dries.

Question: I have heard some disturbing informa- 
tion on MSG. Can you elaborate? 

Answer: When coaching people about nutrition, 
my overriding theme is if it did not exist 10,000 
years ago, it should not be consumed. 

MSG is a neurotoxin, potentially dangerous 
to everyone. MSG is potentially toxic, even to 
those individuals who do not respond with ad- 
verse reactions such as migraines, asthma, nau- 
sea, vomiting, fatigue, disorientation and de- • 
pression. 

MSG (monosodium glutamate) is a food ad- 
ditive that was first used in the United States in 
any quantity in the late 1940s. By the 1960s, 
Accent, the leading brand of the flavor en- 
hancer called "monosodium glutamate," had 
become a household word. At the same time, 
other hydrolyzed protein products gained in 
popularity. Every hydrolyzed protein product, 
regardless of the name given to it on the label, 
contains MSG. 

Although glutamic acid was isolated by the 
Germans in 1866, it was not until 1908 that its 
flavor-enhancing potential was noticed by the 
Japanese. Prior to this time, the Japanese had 
used seaweed as a flavor enhancer, without un- 
derstanding that glutamic acid was its flavor- 
enhancing component. 

The problem began when the method of pro- 
duction changed. From 1910 until 1956, the pro- 
duction of glutamic acid and MSG was one of 
extraction from seaweed, a slow and costly 
method. 

Alternative and less expensive means were 
being looked at and, in 1956, the Japanese suc- 
ceeded in producing glutamic acid by means of 
bacteria fermentation - this means microorgan- 
isms needed to produce glutamic acid were dis- 
covered. 

It is quite ironic that the first published re- 
port (1968) of a reaction to MSG did not appear 



until MSG was being produced by bacterial fer- 
mentation instead of extracted from seaweed. 
It was the following year that John W. Olney, 
M.D., reported that laboratory animals suffered 
brain lesions and neuroendocrine disorders 
after exposure to MSG. Scientist studying reti- 
nal degeneration in mice treated with free glu- 
tamic acid had noted that these mice became 
obese. 

Pharmaceutical grade L-glutamic acid was 
often used to produce these disorders, until sci- 
entists observed that MSG, 
an inexpensive food additive, 
could be substituted for labo- 
ratory free glutamic acid and 
produce the same results. 

In the years that followed, 
neuroscientist replicated the 
work of Olney. Olney spoke 
repeatedly about the toxic po- 
tential of MSG. In 1972, 
Olney testified before the 
Senate Committee on 
^— — — Nutrition and Human Needs 
that ingestion of MSG places 
humans at risk, with the greatest risk being for 
the very young. 

The use of MSG in foods continues to grow. 
It is found in almost everything: most soups, 
salad dressings, processed meats, frozen en- 
trees, ice cream and "low fat" or "no fat" foods 
use MSG to make up for lack of flavor. 

So my feeling is, why do we need to eat foods 
that have to be chemically made to taste better? 
Isn't it easier to eat foods as they existed hun- 
dreds of years ago? If it was good for our ances- 
tors, I would think they are good for us today.

Thank-you note 
know-how 



Once you say, "I'll marry you," 
you may be wearing more than 
just a ring — how about a wrist 
brace from writing dozens upon 
dozens of thank-you notes. Gilts 
are often plentiful from events 
like your engagement party, 
bridal shower, and, of course, 
your wedding day. 

Unfortunately, telephone calls 
and e-mail won't fit the bill here. 
Instead,' etiquette dictates that 
you send a handwritten thank- 
you note to everyone who gives 
you a gift. If someone gives you a 
gift for your shower and another 
for your engagement, you have to 
send a separate note for each gift. 
Send one to everyone, even if it's 
your best friend whom, you've 
thanked 1,000 times over. 

Thank-you notes also aren't 
just for tangible gifts like cash or 
those steak knives you registered 
for, though. Send thank-you notes 
to the person who let you have 
your engagement party at her 
home or who helped make your 
wedding day special, like your 
band, florist or photographer. 

Notes should be written on sta- 
tionery that complements the 
wedding. They are usually small, 
fold-over notecards with the 
words "Thank You" or your 
names on the front, and matching 
envelopes. For less formal notes, 
you can buy basic thank-you 
cards or monogrammed or per- 
sonalized stationery. Just remem- 
ber to use your maiden name on 
any notes written before the wed- 
ding, since your married name 
can't be used until after the big 
day. You should write in blue or 
black ink, not a pencil or colored 
pen. Notes should express gen- 
uine appreciation and gratitude 



for the gift. They don't have to be 
long, but should mention the gift 
and how you'll use it. If you got 
that gravy boat that was on 
your registry, say that you 
can't wait to use it this 
Thanksgiving. For monetary 
gifts, you don't have to say, 
"Thank you for your $100 
check." Rather, say what you 
will do with the gift, such as put 
it toward a payment on a home. 

Get started on those thank-you 
notes as soon as possible. You 
don't have to write all 300 in one 
day. Pace yourself. The rule of 
thumb is to mail shower thank- 
you notes within two to three 
weeks after the party. Early wed- 
ding gifts should be noted before 
your wedding day arrives. Old- 
fashioned etiquette says you have 
a year to thank everyone else who 
sends you a wedding gift, but try 
to get them finished by about 
three months after the wedding. 
The process could take a little 
longer if you're waiting on photo 
thank-you cards from your pho- 
tographer. 

Get the job done in that time 
frame by staying organized. Make 
sure no cards get separated from 
their gifts. Keep a record of all the 
gifts you received in a notebook, 
on your computer or on index 
cards. Be specific. Don't just say 
"flatware" say "Mikasa flatware." 
Record the giver's name, when 
you got the gift, what it was and 
the date you sent the thank-you 
note. 

By the time you finish that last 
note, you'll be a professional at 
thank-you note writing. And 
you'll be prepared to do it all over 
again when you have your little 
bundle of joy!-
